MA’ALOT. — Israeli troops yesterday stormed the school building here where 
three Arab terrorists held 85 children hostage and killed the gunmen in a brief 
gunfight which left 20 persons, mostly children, dead and about 70 pupils 
wounded, nine seriously. The dead included 16 children, three members of a 
‘ family killed early in the morning and a soldier who had been taking pictures 
from the nearby water tower. 
The longest and bloodiest day of terror yet suffered by the country ended at the 
Nétiv Meir School where the children had. spent the night and where the ter- 
rorists had bust in before dawn — holding them hostage and demanding the

Mr. Dayan, joined by the Chief 
of Staff and the O.C. Northern Com- 
mand, set up thelr advanced HQ 
néar the school, and negotiations 
got under way with the terrorists 
who, through loud hailers, threaten- 
ed to blow up the building at six 
if their demands were not met. 

The terrorists used the hailers 
brought along by the pupils for 
the outing, and spoke in Arabic and 
Hebrew, demanding the presence of 
the French or Rumanian ambassa- 
dor, with a secret code word that 
was to be broadcast by Radio Da- 
mascus, after the terrorist prisoners 
were released. 

At about 11, the terrorists al- 
lowed two 15-year-old children who 
were ill, to leave the school. 
were Rachel Laksiel and Biton Mah- 
louf. They gave Rahel a few notes 
with their demands to be forward- 
ed by her, and she handed them 
personally to Mr. Dayan. 

Tt the Mivtahim house, where all 
the children who had escaped were 
put up to wait for their parents 
who soon arirved, Rachel told re- 
potrers that at first all three had 
been very nervous, but as it became 
light they became calmer, especially 
one of the three who spoke fairly 
good Hebrew. (Narkis Mordechai 
Claimed that she had recognized him 
from Safad, where she believed he 
worked, and could be seen in 
restaurants. This later proved a 
mistake, as the man in question 
was found in Safad. 

Rachel said he hed been “quite 
mice” and encouraged the children, 
assuring them that everything 
would be over and they would be 
safe by six at night. The terrorists, 
who she said were heavily armed, 
and carried han les, placed 
explosives, and allowed them to eat.

At first they forbade the children 
to play their transistor radios but 
after an argument, agreed, and then 
demanded to be told the contents 
of each news bulletin. “We were 
frightened, but one girl, Sara Ma- 
der, told jokes and cheered us up. 
The terrorists also told us that 
they had no intention to harm u3 
and that everything would be all 
right.” 

Meanwhile, the terrorists fired oc- 
easional shots whenever anybody 
was spotted by them coming close 
to the building. At about 11, a 
Ma'alot soldier on leave, who had 
crept near to take photos, was shot 
and killed by them. At 12.30 a 
representative of the French Em- 
bassy arrived at Ma'alot and was 
escorted to the command post, car- 
rying a smell French flag and a 
sheet or cardboard with photos of 
terrorists on it. There wag an un- 
easy quiet until the afternoon, when 
three terrorists from Israeli jails, 
one of them a girl, were helicopter- 
ed in, to name the additional ter- 
rorists to be returned. They were 
taken away again some time later. 

Another lull ensued, with dozens 
of newsmen pressing against the 
barriers the police had put up, and 
protesting at the lack of official 
information, I met a Druge_ ser- 
geant-major, 45-year-old Abu Sauh- 
vagman, of Yarka village, who 
Serves in the minority unit of the 
army, and had actually exchanged 
fire with the terrorists shortly 
after they entered the school at 4 
am. He said that he had been in 
a jeep, tracking the attackers of 
the van, and that when he passed 
the school, they had opened fire 
on him. He returned it and two 
exchanges took place, before he was 
ordered to stop, he said. 

After moon, Police Minister Shlomo 
Hillel and the director of the Edu- 
cation Ministry, Elad Peled, arrived 
and met the released children and 
anxious parents at the guest house.

Golda says: terrorists 
will be thwarted 


Mrs. Golda Meir assured the na- 
tion last night over Israel TV that 
any Government in Israel would do 
its utmost to thwart the terrorists. 

“We shall lop off the hands 
reaching out to harm our young 
people and adults, everywhere in 
country and town,” she said. “1 
cannot promise that they will let 
us live in peace. But we must all 
do one thing maintain our 
strength and our spirits unflag- 
singly.” 


She described Wednesday as a 
“bitter day, a day of horrors,” de- 
tailing the developments at Ma'alot. 
The Government sat all day from 
nine am. to seven p.m. with a 90 
minute break, she revealed. 

“We were faced with the ex- 
tremely grave question as to whe- 
ther or not to free terrorists. Every- 
one in this country knows how 
grave that question is," she said. 

“The Government decided that 
we will not wage wars over the 
bodies of children. So we decided 
to accept the terrorists’ demands,” 
she said, adding that the Defence 
Minister, the Police Minister and 
the Chief of Staff, who went up to 

Ma'‘aiot, informed the three Arabs 
accordingly. 

‘She said the French Ambassador 
(Jean Herly) got his government's 
permission to negotiate with the 
terrorists but they refused to talk 
to him, till he had the code pass- 
word due to be sent to him and 
which he has not yet received. 

She said that the two ambasse- 
dors on the spot, as well as the 


terrorists had been told that the 20 
terrorists had been assembled and 
would be ready to depart. The num- 
ber was meanwhile increased from 
20 to 23. 

Mrs. Meir said that the Ruma- 
nian Ambassador reported before 
3 pm. getting 2 message from 
Bucharest that fhe representative 
of the Hawatmeh group in Bucha- 
rest told his government that he 
would be the only ambassador with 
whom the terrorists would negoti- 
ate. 

If Israel promised to release the 
terrorists from prison, the ambas- 
sador would get a code and a pass- 
word from Bucharest, she said. 
But he had not got it by five 
o'clock, 

At five the Rumanian ambassa- 
dor arrived with the conditions of 
the terrorists, stipulating that the 
prisoners would have to be flown 
to Damascus or Nicosia. After they 
got there the Rumanian Ambassa- 
Gor would receive a code acknowl- 
edgement. Then they would agree 
to free half the children, she said. 
The other half would have to be 
flown, together with the three ter- 
rorists, to some Arab country. 

“The school was due to be blown 
up at six, and we knew we would 
not have enough time.” She said 
that even if Israel had accepted 
the conditions it would have been 
physically impossible to effect all 
the transfers, and get the code 
confirmation back by six o'clock. 

She agreed ‘that certain aspects 
of security vigilance would have to 
be probed.

Mr, Hillel assured them that every- 
thing possible would be done to 
assure the children's safe return. 
The parents complained that the 
outing was held despite the fact 
that terror action had been anti- 
cipated for May 15, and it had 
been known since last week that 
terror gangs had crossed the near- 
by border from Lebanon. Mayor EU 
Ben-Ya'acov and a senior army of- 
ficer also reassured the parents, and 
Ben Yaacov demanded that the re- 
serve soldiers in the town be issued 
arms for self-defence. 

As helicopters came and went, 
the towns people told reporters that 
secrity arrangements in Ma'slot had 
been poor. They were particularly 
bitter because an army unit that had 
been guarding the town had been 
withdrawn two days earlier, “just 
before May 15.” They also com- 
plained that when the first alarm 
.was phoned to the uaearest police 
station, at Meonsh, the constable 
“didn't believe the callers.’ Anger 
and resentment rose gradually dor- 
ring the day, but seemed to be kept 
down by anxiety and expectation of 
the outcome of the negotiations with 
the terrorists, with almost every- 
body looking expectantly towards 
the school. 

Meanwhile, a strong force of 
soldiers was stationed around the 
school building. But everything re- 
mained quiet, with the exception 
of occasional shots from the school, 
until the storming of the building 
was made at 5.25, Within minutes 
the shooting was over and the am- 
bulances started screaming down 
the streets, as stretcher bearers 
were seen rushing from the smok- 
ing school. 

Then the day-long tension ex- 
ploded into almost general hysteria, 
with some of the local soldiers who 
had brothers or sisters in the school 
also breaking down. As Mr. Dayan 
moved out, he was again surrounded 
by 2 crowd demanding vengeance. 
A group of several dozen men and 
women broke through the barriers 
into the school yard and demanded 
to be given the bodies of the three 
terrorists, who were the only ones 
then left inside. They insisted that 
one of the men. was only injured 
and demanded, that he ‘be. thrown 
out to them. Some also wanted to 
harm the other bodies..The soldiers 
refused. 

The soldiers finally had to dis- 
play ‘the bodies to persuade the last 
of the angry demonstrators to dis- 
perse. A number of soldiers, men 
and women stayed last night in 
Ma’alot with local families, to rea- 
sure them. Several families never- 
theless demanded that the town 
council fitul alternative lodgings for 
them, as They feared to sleep in 
their own homes. 

Emergency stores were opened 
for Dlankets to augment the stret- 
chers, and by 6.30 an eerie and 
shocked silence descended on the 
town. Residents stood in groups in 
the entrance of their houses, some 
sobbing quietly, others merely star- 
ing fixedly towards the school 
house. 

Before the day ended in tragedy 
several persons offered themselves 
as hostages instead of the children, 
including the deputy mayors of Safad 
and Hatzor. But their offers was 
rejected by the terrorists. Amnon 
Linn, MK, who is well known among 
Israeli Arabs, also made the offer 
and figured that if one of the three 
was indeed a former Israeli, his 
name might strike a note, but the 
army would not forward it to the 
terrorists. 

A number of questions on Ma'alot 
security remain to be answered, as 
well as the question of how the 
terrorists appeared to be aware of 
the presence of a large group of 
children, whom they looked for first 
in the block of flats which contains 
a youth club and ‘then at the school. 
Concern was also expressed yes- 
terday on the future relations with 
the twin Areb town of Tarshiha, 
which shares its Local Council with 
Me‘alot.

WHY THE SCHOOL WAS STORMED

The Cabinet gave the order to 
storm the school ‘mn Ma'alot yes- 
terday when it became clear that 
no negotiations would be possible 
with the three terrorists before 
their 6 p.m. ultimatum ran out. 

Information Minlster Shimon Pe- 
res told newsmen in Jerusalem with- 
in an hour of the army operation 
that because of the terrorists’ plan- 
ning, which was “as wild and bar- 
baric as its execution,” he would- 
be intermediarles — the French and 
Rumanian ambassadors — bad not 
Teceived the code-words from Bei- 
rut without which the terrorists 
would not negotiate. 

Mr, Peres said that ag the time 
approached 5.30 the Cabinet had 
been faced with an agonizing de- 
eision: whether to run the risk of 
the terrorists’ blowing up the school 
with all the children in it — as 
they had threatened to do at 6 
o'clock — or to storm the building 
in time and save as many of the 
young hostages as possible. 

Once the decision was taken, only 
minutes had elapsed before it was 
‘communicated to the forces on 
pa and acted upon, Mr. Peres 
said.

‘Zebra’ informer 
tells it all 


OAKLAND, California (AP). — The 
key informer in the “Zebra” murd- 
ers case said on Tuesday that the 
three black men who are being held 
for the random killings of white 
people were members of a fanatical 
black separatist group, which had 
been formed in prison. Twelve whites 
were killed in San Francisco streets 
by the group. 

Anthony Harris, interviewed in 
the “Oakland Chronicle,” said he 
joined the group in prison, but 
was repulsed when the campaign 
to kill whites and dissident blacks 
began. He claimed the terrorist or- 
ganization had already killed his 
brother, for an infraction of its 
strict rules, 

Harris underwent secret question- 
ing by San Francisco police, but 
abruptly went into hiding when 
undercover officers leaned that mem- 
bers of the terrorist group were 
searching for him. He emerged to 
meet with Mayor Joseph Alioto, and 
revealed the names of the killers. 

Herris hes since testified before 
the San Francisco grand jury in- 
vestigating the “Zebra” Killings and 
fs in hiding again. 

Seven persons were arrested, but 
four of them were released for lack 
of evidence.

UNITED NATIONS (AP). 
A U.N. committee recommended 
on Tuesday that African and 
Arab “Liberation Movements" be 
invited to a world food confer- 
ence that U.S, Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger proposed in the 
General Assembly last Septem- 
ber 24. 

“The Economic and Social Coun- 
eil's economie committee asked 
Secretary-General Kurt Wald- 
heim to invite “all Apeiscsa to 
participate and Hberation move- 
ments recognized by the Arab 
League and Organization of 
African Unity to participate as 
observers. 

Israel, ἃ non-member of the 
committee, protested against in- 
viting Palestinian terrorist 
groups. The members all ap- 
proved the resolution without a 
vote — guaranteeing its adop- 
tion later in the council itself, 
where the same 54 countries are 
represented. 

But France, Turkey, the 17.5.. 
Italy, Australia and West Ger- 
many reserved their positions on 
inviting “liberation” movements. 

The resolution, a follow-up to 
the 1973 Assembly's decision that 
the conference should be in Rome 
next November, specified that the 
dates should be November 5-16.

Demonstrations of Jewish solidarity have been particularly prominent 
in recent years, when Israel has been involved in “‘hot" war. There can 
be πὸ doubt that these feelmgs of solidarity are deeply felt by our people; 
they became stronger after the European holocaust. Jews naturally 
support the State of Israel as a unifying force, and this support increases 
in times-.of trouble. --- — -- ~ πο τ toa 4 

As ἃ people we are fortunate in having a deep love of life, and danger 
to life brings us to a state of watchfulness and willingness for sacrifice. 
Nevertheless, as Zionists we cannot avoid asking a certain question, even 
if it appears to be the annoying question of a doubter: Are these dem- 
onstrations of solidarity motivated only by fear for the life and safety 
of Jews — and this in itself is a very important motive, having great 
effect — or are they motivated. by the Jewish People's fear that we 
may be witnessing a historic struggle for our place in the world? This 
war, irrespective of any blunders that may or may Dot occur, is connected 
with this struggle, and is a result of it. We must avoid viewing the situation 
as one of Jews im distress, and must point out to our friends and enemies 
that this struggle was not initiated by any blunders — it is a part of 
the Jewish scene, and is totally bound up in the development of that 
scene. We should therefore weigh carefully every step we take, and be 
careful not to create difficulties that can be avoided. We must, nevertheless, 
make the' point that the attachment of world Jewry to Israeli during times 
of hardship and trouble has a significance which is historical and 
ideological — not philanthropic. 

We thus stand at a point of decision regarding the real educational 
value of Zionist ideology. We must ask ourselves whether we are placing 
too much reliance on the influence exerted by the reality of the State of 


Israel and sympathy for the State. In this connection, importance at- 
taches not only to the concrete actions of Jews, but also to the motives

The presentation of Zionist infor- 
mational material is mecessary io 
schools. Information activities (not 
one-time operations) should be held 
either in history lessons, in civics, 
or in lessons on Zionism or on the 
Jewish People and its rights to Is- 
raeL Many pupils in secondary 
schools are not aware of the ties 
between Jews in Israel and those 
in the Diaspora. They thus see no 
reason to help in the absorption of 
Jews who come to share our life. 


I had an unpleasant experience 
which brought home ‘to me the need 
for lessons on Zionism. I took part 
in am international youth meet- 
abroad, and while there I had a 
conversation with a bor from Libya 
on our right to Israel. He clatmed 
that we were conquerors, and that 
we had driven out the Palestinians. 
He thought that the position would 
be reversed, and that they would 
drive us out; that in the last 
analysis, {t was 2 question of military 
strength. I couldn't answer him. Had 
I had some basic lessons on Zionism 
before gomg abroad, no doubt I 
should have been able to answer his 
arguments. 


Youth should know that

‘We must begin, not from 1880, 1909, 
or the establishment of the State. 
Many young people do not know 
what our links with the land are. 
This point has to be worked on. 
Youth in this country should at jeast 
know that we have rights to the 
Land, and should know what they 
are.
